CORPORATIONS AND STATE TAXATION.-The
Baltimore Gazette gives thc follow mg report of
thc decision or the Supreme Court or thc United
Slates upon the power of States to tax corpora¬
tions previously exempted from State taxation.
The decision appears to wholly cover the caso or
the South Carolina Railroad Company, and to
determine that its property cannot be taxed by
thc Slate:

in tho Supreme Court to-day. Nos. 2»3 and 294,the Washington University, plaintiff In error, vs,
House, and Home ol tho Friendless vs. same, In
error to thc Supremo Court or Missouri. Theplaintiffs In error are public Institutions or tho
city of St. Louis, and by the acts of Incorpora¬tion tho Legislature exempted them from Staletaxation. This was In 1853, nut tho Constitutionor thc State, adopted In 1805, authorizes thc Leg¬islature io Impose taxes upou such Institutions,iud thc exemption was accordingly repealed,"'til thc collector of tho city, the defendant In
nor, proceeded to levy the sumo tax upon them
wpon other properly.\n Injunction was obtained by thc corporation

r thc Circuit Court ror thc county, hut thc Hulierlor Court of thc Slate rorcrscd the Judgmentfor the Circuit Court, holding that the provisionsot their charters ns to exemption did not consti¬tute a contract between the stato and the cor-I poratlons willoh subsequent Legislatures woroAbound to respect. Tho opinion or this court was
»now delivered by Mr. Justice DavlB, holding nub-W stantlaiiy that as the Constitution ot tho StateW existing at tho date of tho acta of incorpora-r tlou contained ne restrictions upon tho Legis¬lature In respect of each exemptions, the acts

were valid, and tho consideration Involved in the
establishing of thc institutions croatcd a contract
between the ¿«tate and the parties undertaking H,In respect of the franchises granted, which waa
beyond tho reach of the Legislature to
repeal, or of the people to repudiate,by a change In their constitution, no
consideration beyond tho public objects forwhich these corporations were created bolng ne¬
cessary as the basis sf a contract. This view, it ls
said, ls sustained by the settled law. Judgment
was reversed and causes remanded. Mr. Justice
Miller, on behalf or tho Oblef Jastlce, Mr. Justice
Field and himself, read a dissenting opinion,holding that lt was beyond the power or any Leg¬islature to forever exempt from taxation, andthat to assert tho contrary was to hold that this
agent of tho people may bargain away and de¬
stroy the very Interests It waa elected to protect.If lt bo conceded that the Legislature has the
power to exempt from taxation forever one elass
of property, lt fellows that lt may exempt all
property, and thus deprive the State of the means
ror the support of its government, or lt mayIhrow the whole barden upon thoso who aro tooI poor, or too honest, to purchase Immunity. It lsL expressed as the belief or thc dissenting Justices'L that tho rule laid down In the o pin lop ortho? court must, In thc end, be receded from.L
